DENIES PART IN 
FIGHT BUT 3 ARE 
HELD FOR COURT

OFFICER ONLY 
WITNESS CALLED 


Joel “Dode” McOlaughlln, Rail­ 
road street, entered a plea of not 
guilty to a charge of obstructing an 
officer in attempting to arrest Law­ 
rence Duncan, when arraigned be­ 
fore Justice of the Peace John C. 
Shealer, 
late Thursday afternoon 
and was held In $500 ball for the 
August term of court.

Woman Plead* Guilty 
Justice Shealer told him that he 
could not release him to get ball 
after he had been arrested follow­ 
ing an altercation In Race Horse al­ 
ley about 6 o'clock Wednesday eve­ 
ning. “You wanted to get bail about 
12 or I o’clock and I couldn’t let you 
out to do that," the Justice told Mc­

Every member of the fish and 
game association, 
his family and 
friends and any one who wishes to 
attend the picnic, are Invited, of 
fleers of the association said this 
morning. 
The fish and game association In 
augurated the plan to construct the 
dam. The association paid approx 
lmately $400 for materials used in 
the construction of the dam and 
enrollees of the two CCC camps did 
the work.

*T,HE longer we live the richer should all our memories become. 
The

memories of our childhood, of those which clustered about our strug­ 
gles for a worthy, useful place in the world, and those of family and 
friends which grow more precious with each added year. 
Hardly a day passes without many of these memories of mine coming 
freshly before me. 
It seems only yesterday th a t I worked on a Baston 
newspaper where I firs! m et Earl Derr Biggers, who wrote "Seven Keys to 
Baldpate" and m any thrilling plays, as well as his great Charlie Chan 
stories. He died several years ago in the prim e of his creative life, yet 
the memory of his fine character and his modest, kindly spirit is often 
revived in my mind. He was a real friend and a credit to literature. 
Today I found a tiny bird, crying in the path of my little island where 
I am vacationing for a few weeks. I fixed up some simple food for it, 
Which it took in ‘alm ast ravishing fashion—and this brought back the 
memories of boyhood when I used to drive a cow to pasture in the little 
town where I lived in M ichigan, and of the m any thrills th a t came to me 
as I watched birds build their nests, and then hatch their young. I had a 
regular menagerie in those days and tam ed m any small anim als and birds 
and then t urned them loose about- our home. 
I had a happy childhood, though we lived very simply and had only 
the small gifts accorded to a large family and a sm all salary to the head 
of the house. All the wealth in the world, however, would not compensate 
for the lovely memories of those days. A father who was a m inister and 
a m other who was gifted as artist, writer and poet—the greatest and most 
unselfish woman I have ever known. And this w riter the only boy in a 
nest of four sisters, one a twin! 
Memories aplenty! 
Skates, boats, stilts, 
kites and whatnots. Com panions scattered now—m any of them silenced 
forever. 
Life is a series of losses and disappointm ents—but memories live for­ 
ever, and give color and beauty to experience, and these accumulated 
memories are w hat give to us all the substance of all th a t we are today. 
Many a m an has become great and useful because of the memory of 
his m other'; prayer*?. I know th a t my faith is enriched each year—each 
day 
by the memory of my own m other’s prayers, so long ago uttered, and 
ii I could not figure out a God in the world I would ju st believe in one 
anyway because she did.
